Sgt. Mules Gilmer 
Wins Air Medal 


Sergeant Myles (Mike) A Gilmer 
2l-year-old son of Mr. and Mrs. 
John Gilmer of Menlo Park received 
the air medal having been credited 
with the complete destruction of an 
enemy fighter. The sergeant shot 
down an F-W-190 from the tail- 
gunners position while other Fort- 
resses were attacking an oil refinery 
at Dacia, Rumania, on June 23. 

“This plane,” he said, “Came cir- 
cling ground from my right and 
came in high at my position, cutting 
over a B-17 I opened fire from a 
very short distance and the enemy 
pilot turned up into a spin.” 

“J kept firing short bursts into 
him until he was out of range. It 
was at this point that his engines 
seemed to be on fire and the plane 


| went into a deep smoking spin,” he 


concluded.

|away Postmaster General Walker 
|}has some hints to those who are 
{planning to send packages to Army 
jand Navy personnel overseas. 
| Even if the European struggle is 
over before December 25 there will 
|be thousands of young lads who 
| won’t be home in time to hang up 
their sox at the family mantel so 
|here is the advice of Postmaster 
|General Walker: 

1, All packages must be mailed 
between September 15 and October 
| 15 if they are to be delivered on 
time. 

2. Addresses of the sender and 
| addressee should be written inside 
|the package as well as outside, to 
assure delivery in case the outside 
wrapper is lost. 

3. Containers made of metal, 
wood or fiberboard are preferable. 

4. Parcels must not exceed five 
pounds, nor be more than 15 inches 
in length or 36 inches in length and 
girth combined. 

5. “Christmas Parcel” should be 
marked plainly on the outside. 

6. One sender may mail no more 
than one parcel a week to the same 
addressee. 

7. Perishable goods, intoxicants, 
inflammable material and anything 
that may damage other mail may 
not be sent. 

So better begin to make your lists, 
do your shopping and be sure that 
those gifts are in the mail come 
September 15.

CHRISTMAS MAIL 


With Christmas just 130 days 
away Postmaster General Walker 
has some hints to those who are 
planning to send packages to Army 
and Navy personnel overseas. 

Even if the European struggle is 
over before December 25 there will | 
be thousands of young lads who 
won’t be home in time to hang up 
their sox at the family mantel so 
here is the advice of Postmaster 
General Walker: 

1. All packages must be mailed | 


15 if they are to be delivered on 
time. 

2. Addresses of the sender and 
addressee should be written inside 
the package as well as outside, to 
assure delivery in case the outside 
wrapper is lost. 

3. Containers made of metal, 
wood or fiberboard are preferable. 

4. Parcels must not exceed five 
pounds, nor be more than 15 inches f 
in length or 36 inches in length and 
girth combined. 

5. “Christmas Parcel” should be 
marked plainly on the outside. 

6, One sender may mail no more 
than one parcel a week to the same

With Christmas just 
| away Postmaster General Walker 
jhas some hints to those who are 
planning to send packages to Army 
and Navy personnel overseas. 

Even if the European struggie is 
|over before December 25 there will 
be thousands of young lads who 
| won't be home in time to hang up 
|their sox at the family mantel so 
|here is the advice of Postmaster 
General Walker: 

1, All packages must be mailed 
| between September 15 and October 
|15 if they are to be delivered on 
time. 

2. Addresses of the sender and 
addressee should be written inside 
the package as well as outside, to 
assure delivery in case the outside 
wrapper is lost. 

3. Containers made of metal, 
wood or fiberboard are preferable. 

4. Parcels must not exceed five 
pounds, nor be more than 15 inches 
in length or 36 inches in length and 
girth combined. 

5. “Christmas Parcel” should be 
marked plainly on the outside. 

6, One sender may mail no more 
than one parcel a week to the same 
addressee. 

7. Perishable goods, intoxicants, 
inflammable material and anything 
that may damage other mail may 
not be sent. 

So better begin to make your lists, 
do your shopping and be sure that 
those gifts are in the mail come 
September 15.

THE FRENCH GET EVEN

For centuries, Britain and Amer- 
ica, without so much as by-your- 
leave, have helped themselves to 
tens of thousands of French words, 
most of which have been given 
Anglicized pronunciations, and 
many of which have taken on en- 
tirely un-French spellings and 
meanings. Indeed, about one-third 
of the modern English vocabulary 
is corrupted French. 

To a lesser degree, the same proc- 
ess has been going on in reverse. 
We find numerous English words in 
the French dictionaries, especially 
words having to do with the sports. 

The French use our word for foot- 
ball, but the Larousse dictionary 
rhymes ‘‘foot’’ with “‘boot.’’ Hockey 
is pronounced ‘‘aw-keh.”” Canoe is 
given three syllables, thus, ‘“‘kan-aw- | 
EH.”’ H 

Years ago the word beefsteak was 
taken into French as ‘‘biftek,” pro- 
nounced ‘“‘beef-TEK.’’ The American 
word cowboy is given the typically 
French pronunciation, ‘‘koo-BWA.” 
The “‘bull’’ of bull terrier is rhymed | 
‘“pool,’”’ and terrier is ‘‘teh-ree- 
AY.”’ Buggy, the vehicle, has a pro- 
nunciation similar to ‘“‘boo-GAY.” 

But the French really get even for 
America’s mispronunciation of 
French place names. Here are aj} 
few American names taken at ran- 
dom from the ‘‘Histoire-Geographie”’ 
of the Larousse dictionary (the sym- 
bol (N) represents the French na- 
sal sound): Akron is a-KRAW(N); 
Boston is baw-STAW(N); Chicago is

CHRISTMAS MAIL . 


With Christmas just 130 days 
|away Postmaster General Walker 
has some hints to those who are 
planning to send packages to Army 
|and Navy personnel overseas. 
Even if the European struggle is 
|over before December 25 there will 
|be thousands of young lads who 
| won’t be home in time to hang up 
|their sox at the family mantel so 
jhere is the advice of Postmaster 
|General Walker: 

1, All packages must be mailed 
| between September 15 and October 
|15 if they are to be delivered on 
time. 

2. Addresses of the sender and 
addressee should be written inside 
the package as well as outside, to 
assure delivery in case the outside 
wrapper is lost. 

3. Containers made of metal, 
wood or fiberboard are preferable. 

4. Parcels must not exceed five 
pounds, nor be more than 15 inches 
in length or 36 inches in length and 
girth combined. 

5. “Christmas Parcel” should be 
marked plainly on the outside. 

6, One sender may mail no more 
than one parcel a week to the same 
addressee. 
| 7. Perishable goods, intoxicants, 
inflammable material and anything 
that may damage other mail may 
not be sent. 

So better begin to make your lists, 
do your shopping and be sure that 
those gifts are in the mail come 
September 15.

Pasteurization of Eggs 


A new method for preserving eggs 
has been announced by specialists 
at the Missouri Agricultural Experi- 
| ment station. They have developed 
the pasteurization of shell eggs, not 
| only to destroy bacteria but to re- 
tain their desirable physical proper- 
ties much longer than if the eggs 
were untreated. The method has 
| been checked and endorsed by the 
United States army. 

The eggs are passed through hot 
oil or water, less than ten minutes 
being required for the operation. The 
process eliminates losses from chick 
| development by converting fertile 
eggs capable of chick development 
into an infertile state, so that they 
can be kept in storage as well as 
the infertile eggs. 

The pasteurizing destroys the bac- 
| teria though they may have pene-

| commercial handlers of eggs. One 
| of its commercial uses will be to 
reduce the bacteria content of fro- 
zen and dried eggs if they are proc- 
essed from pasteurized or thermo- 
| stabilized eggs. The bacteria count 
of such processed eggs was reduced 
95 per cent. Some method must be 
worked out by the individual to con- 
trol time and temperature during 
the process of pasteurizing. 

For best results, maintain the oil 
and water at 140 degrees for 10 to 
14 minutes.
